The photo above might be the oldest of her photos, dating from around 1854. It's cut by hand, on thin paper, 
and glued to very thin cardboard. 


We think the man in each of these photos is WW. Nijholt at different ages; 60 and 80. We guess that the 
woman is most likely his wife, Sophie Elisabeth. The card seems to have been once glued in an album and 
removed, maybe to save on space and weight for the trip to America.

Logos on 
back are identical, but the ink isn't the same. We date them between 1860 and 1870. The photo studio, HW.A 
Brustgrun was in business in Heerenveen from 1867 to 1872. Our guess is that they were taken in 1869, the year 
this couple was married. Cornelia wears a wedding ring on the ring finger of her right hand - which, according 


to Wikipedia, was fairly common among protestants in the Netherlands at that time. These photos are not 
named.

An uncle or aunt marrying a niece or nephew is called an avunculate marriage. Partners in such a marriages 
Share about as much DNA as half-siblings. According to Wikipedia, these types of marriages are legally 

permitted in some countries including Argentina, Australia, Canada, Finland, Malaysia, The Netherlands, and 
Russia. As we see in this family album, marriages between first cousins was also common-place at the time.
